yee necessary result of these doctrines in 
the early church was the wide-spread asceticism 
that made religious men flee from the world into 
monastery, wilderness and cave; that made them 
eschew marriage and home and children; that 
made them scourge and starve ani deform aad 
torment the body ; that made them account those 
specially holy who neglected all the natural du- 
ties and labors of life. 

Though the more extravagant of these be- 
liefs are now outgrown, yet the general doctrine 
lingers and gives tone to the teaching of Chris- 
tendom. Still it is taught that the great thing 
to be kept ever in mind is death. Whatever is 
natural, desirable and pleasant is sinful, or at 
least dangerous. Christians are expected to 
renounce ‘‘the world and the flesh” aa well as 
‘the devil.” The amusements of society are 
looked on with suspicion; and the pleasures of 
the world are usually coupled with the adjec- 
tive “sinful.” Wealth in general is denounced, 
though ministers ere sometimes: found who are 
willing to take the risk of marrying & rich wife : 
and though stock-jobbing is peculiarly wicked, 
success is sometimes atoned for—in New York 
—by buying a church or founding a theological 
seminary. Men must not love literature, or 
art, or society, too much; and sometimes ten- 
der and trembling mothers are taught that an 
exceeding fondness for a child may arouse the 
jealousy of God and call down affliction, or the 
death of the dear one. In general, worldli- 
ness”—by which is meant love for and absorp- 
tion in the affairs and relations of life—is re- 
garded as the great evil and curse of the church. 
It is spoken of as the grand obstacle that stands 
in the way of the church’s conquest of human- 
ity. It is supposed to hinder the success of re- 
vivals an@ missions. As though a just God 
could make one man’s eternal salvation depend 
on the faithfulness in duty of some other man! 

Now, there are many practical evils in the 
church that grow out of this excessive other- 
worldliness in doctrine. It introduces a neces- 
sary contradiction betweea the creed and the 
life. If these theories we have been consider- 
‘ing are true, then it is wicked for Christians to 
spend time, or thought, or money—beyond the 
bare necessities of life—on anything but soul 
saving. Moody is logical and consistent. 
know of very few others that are. Ministers 
and laymen hold and teach these beliefs and 
yet live just like everybody else. They scheme 
and work for money, build and furnish and oc- 
cupy expensive houses, dress themselves in 
costly clothing, decorate themselves with ex- 
pensive jewelry, keep fine equipages, indulge in 
high-priced amusements, go ia the best society, 
and generally live so that no one would ever 
suspect that they supposed their friends were 
in such extreme peril, or that they held any 
other views than those of the society about 
them. : 

My present purpose is not to find fault with 
this manner of life, but only to point out that 
it is a purely worldly life, and so inconsistent 
with the chureh’s creed. If people realize 
what they are thus doing, and continue it still, 
they must either cultivate in themselves a wide- 
spread hypocricy, or else they must find their 
consciences burdened with such a sense of sin as 
to destroy all their peace. And many sensitive 
aouls do carry a load of doubt and sorrow, aris- 
ing from this manner of life. ‘They do not see 
their way out of it, perhaps have not the cour- 
age to be singular and brave the criticism of 
society, and yet feel all the time that they are 
not doing right. 

Another evil is that it throws the real life of 
the world out of sympathy with religion, and 
condemns it as ungodly secularism. I remem- 
ber a friend in the West, a noble, apright man, 
who declined to join my church because his 
business compelled him to do some things that he 
thought the church would censure. Neither he 
nor I thought they were wrong, but they con- 
flicted with the traditional creed. Thus he re- 
garded the church as something he could have 
no part in; and the church flung at him the 
epithets worldly and sinful. Thus the church 
divorces from herself as ungodly the great 
forces and movements of this life. It gets to be 
looked on as a kind of hospital to be sick and to 
die in. If death were annihilated the church 
would have nothingto do. As though righteous- 
ness had nothing to do with this life, and were 
only a preparation for another! 

Now, I am profoundly convinced that all this 
is wrong. If the church is not to die, like an 
outworn superstition, it must develop a belief 
and a movement that will appeal to the reason 
and intelligence of the great, living, scheming, 
rushing world. We needa grand revival of this- 
worldliness in religion. Let me ask you to 
glance at my reasons for this statement. 

The old-world superstition, that man has 
fallen through his association with matter, and 
the earth is accursed for his sin, this has dropped 
out of the intelligent belief of men. The earth 
is fair, and lovely and good. Evil is not inher- 
ent in the nature of things, but is only a lack of 
recognition of, and contormity to, the laws of 
God as embodied in the universe. Man is not 
fallen, but is struggling upward from a lower 
state. The body, in every part and passion, is 
right and good. The wrong is in its abuse. 
Whatever the soul may be, it is so closely bound 
up with flesh that, apart from its manifestation 
n and through the body, we know about it ab- 
solutely nothing whatever. There is simply no 
proof, worthy the attention of a rational man, 
that God has anything against, or is out of sym- 
pathy with, this every-day life of ours. That 
Christ is to come to destroy the world and

That is the real infidelity and sacrilege that 
casts slight and contempt on the very presence 
and working of God, and notthat which questions 
whether all the old-world dreams about it were 
true. The church had better beware lest it find 
the much-abused science in possession of the 
true temple and real priesthood of God, and 
itself, like the Jews, rejected for turning away 
from the new and higher light. 

That is the real godliness, then, that seeks out 
and finds the real laws of God in the body, in 
the mind, in society, in government, in com- 
mercial life, and that seeks to have them em- 
bodied in the practical life of a developing hu- 
manity. Religion must concern itself with, and 
must teach, the laws of health. Sane thinking 
and sound morality can only come out of healthy 
births and healthy physical development. Re- 
ligion must build the family after the divine pat- 
tern of real facts and true relations. Religion 
must concern itself with the healthful construc- 
tion and sanitary regulations of cities and the 
complex societies of men. Religion must man 
the ships and warel:ouses, officer the railroads, 
and control the telegraphs, and so shape the 
commerce of the world. Religion must not 
shun even the ‘‘muddy pool of politics,” but 
seek for and apply the divine—that is, the right 
—principles of human government. In short, 
it is the true and pressing work of religion to 
grasp the manifold materials of our common 
humanity, and from them lay broad and deep 
the foundations and rear high the walls of the 
city of God on earth. It is God’s business to 
take care of that which has passed over beyond 
our reach. It is our business to deal with the 
forces and movements about us. Here is field 
for all our wisdom, and scope for all our en- 
deavor. The earth’s resources ure practically 
inexhaustible. Man is capable of indefinite 
development and progress. This is our vine- 
yard, our Eden, given us to till and cultivate. 
Let us make this world all we can—as great, as 
beautiful, ay noble. Science, literature, art, 
government—these are the sphere and field for 
true godliness. Make ourselves and others the 
best, the finest, the sweetest we may; and then 
death will be only a translation of trained and 


possibilities, and a higher range of life. 
We must, injeed, pause in our work to say 
Good-bye to those who leave our sides and pass 


tender thought, and chastened memory, and 
heartfelt longings; but we shall know that they 
are in God's hands, as well as we, and that he 
is directing their work and life as well as ours. 
We shall know that death is nothing but a par- 
tition that separates two rooms in the Father's 
one house. We shall recognize his right to call 
one of his own children from the one room to 
another when he pleases; and that our business

Chestnut-Street Club. 


PROFESSOR C. C. EVERETT ON “DON QUIXOTE 
AND QUIXOTISM.” 





Long ago the members of the Chestnut-street 
Club learned that the days on which they listen- 
ed to Professor Everett must be marked with a 
white stone, and the paper on ‘Don Quixote 
and Quixotism,” to which they listened, on Mon- 
day last, only confirmed them in their opinion. 
Both the essay and the subsequent discussion 
were unusually bright, and the goed Knight of 
La Mancha himself would have been gratified at 
the eagerness with which Colonel Higginson, 
Dr. Clarke, Dr. Bartol and Mr. Wasson strove 
to do honer to his memory. 

Professor Everett began his essay with a 
sketch of the life of Cervantes and a brief analy- 
sis of the peculiar mental endowments which 
caused him, in a period when a man of narrow 
nature might have hated his age and time, and 
when a religious man might have abandoned 
himself to devotional fervor, to see the ridicu- 
lous side of affairs, consider them as a perfect 
and irresistible joke, and fall into a laughter in 
which all the world was forced to join him. It 
is true, said Professor Everett, that some blame 
him while the world applauds, and some weep 
while the world laughs. Cervantes is accused 
of having destroyed the dignity and chivalrous 
feeling of his nation, and it is certainly true that, 
while he ‘s the greatest of her poets, he is also 
the last; with Don Quixote, Spanish literature 
died, like the philosopher who saw his ass eat 
figs and perished in a fit of merriment. It was 
once thought that the woodpecker killed trees, 
because men noticed that the trees that he tap- 
ped soon after died, but we know now that the 
trees perish because they are rotten. The es- 
Sayist then alluded to the scene in which Don 





gather his ‘elect’ out of the ruins, is only the 
baseless dream of irrational enthusiasm. So 
far as we know, matter is never either created 
or destroyed, and science has settled it that the

faculties. The way to develop is to use them 
all as variously as possible in practical life. 
Every man will enter the future just exactly 
what he has become here. A true and enlight- 
ened religion will, then, emphasize this world 
and make it as large and grand as possible; not 
only tor its own sake, but in the interest of the 
other. The sentinel who deserts his present 
post, or sits and dreams about something better | 
is surely not fitting himself thus for a higher 
position. The student in college best prepares 
himself for graduation-day who is most deeply 
and earnestly absorbed in the studies and duties 
of the passing hours. So, the way to “make 
your calling and election sure” is for you to fill 
this life full of noble thought and pure endeavor. 
Phe work of life is not to prepare to die, it is 
to prepare to live. For, if death is not the end 
of all, it is only an incident in the progress of 
life. It is no more to be made the end and aim 
of life than to-night, or next week, or next New 
Year. Death no more decides destiny than any 
other half-hour of human experience. : 
We should, therefore, put wholly one 
haunting, superstitious fear of death. 
no more Yerthy of thought or dread than ghost- 
seeing. A German writer has beautifully said : 
*I do not fear death. For where death is I am 
not; and where Lam death is not.”

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There is seldom a sadder story than that of 
the past week in connection with the forger and 
absconder, Ezra D. Winslow. Here was a man 
nurtured in the most upright ways, a professor 
of morality and religion, the accepted and pop- 
ular preacher of a great body of Christians 
whose standard of personal excellence is good 
works—whose last ministrations, only a fort- 
night since, were at the village of his residence, 
and then marked by the needed words of en- 
couragement for a correct life—who had be- 
stowed upon him the highest honors of his 
community, deliberately plotting for months to 
relieve his pecuniary necessities at the expense 
of his neighbors and friends, and some of these 
men to whom he was more indebted for kind- 
nesses than all others in the world! He not 
only used their names without authority, and 
with bold forgery added to his misrepresenta- 
tions of their willingness to aid him, but he in- 
volves them in financial disaster that is irre- 
parable! The cool calculation and reckless 
disregard which have attended this man’s oper- 
ations have seldom been excelled in the an- 
nals of crime. Ingratitude and treachery have 
been the accompaniments of his wickedness and 
fraud. 

We know that it will be put in as an excuse 
for him that he was so pressed and harassed by 
his obligations that he knew not which way to 
turn to relieve himself; and that, desperate, he 
at last resorted to forgery to save himself, hoping 
to redeem his character and assume all his in- 
debtedness by a subsequent fortunate turn of 
the wheel. But to the strict moralist the con- 
sideration is forced home whether any man— 
more especially a teacher of morality and true 
living—has a right under any circumstances 
thus ¢o involve himself and hazard his own 
good name and the property of others. We 
look for discretion, care, prudence, in all men 
of mature years. To rush blindly into business 
enterprises, as this man, and too many others 
like him, has and have, is just as much an 
offence against society and integrity as though 
he and they started out with a deliberate pur- 
pose to live at the expense of the community. 
The whole system of reckless business venture, 
now so common, is at war with sound and judi- 
cious mercantile conduct, and should be a 
warning continually presented by employers 
and heads of establishments to the young men. 
The old-fashioned ideas of responsibility and 
uprightness should once more become the rule 
and not the exception. 

The worse feature of such transactions as 
those of Pond of Worcester and Winslow of 
Boston, both eminent in their position in a re- 
ligious organization, is that it unsettles and 
destroys all faith in moral obligation in the 
minds of younger men. How futile it seems 
for a devoted parent to inculcate lessons of high 
morality to his children, basing it upon duty to 
God and man—the foremost consideration of 
true religion—when the very ministers at the 
altar are giving almost daily proofs of utter in- 
fidelity to their teachings! It is natural for the 
young mind, with such inconsistencies continu- 
ally pressed upon the attention, to come speed- 
ily to the conclusion that all professions of 
right-doing are a sham and a subterfuge, that 
religious men carry no superior methods of 
business with them, and that the whole trading 
world is bent on gaining the best thing possible 
without regard to moral considerations! To 
resist this practical infidelity is the task of the 
hour; and the work is made ten-fold more dif- 
ficult by the conduct of such men as Winslow. 
It is here, rather than in the loss that has come 
to individuals, that the most harm has been 
done to the community. It is a terrible pic-

At the monthly meeting of the State Temper- 
ance Alliance, Wednesday, Rev. G. H. Vibbert 
read a paper on the ‘‘Governor and the License 
Law,” in which he said the Governor's inaugu- 
ral had undeceived 20,000 too ecredulous tem- 
perance voters, who would ‘‘stand up and be 
courted next year” with the 9000 prohibitory 
votes. He argued that it was an impossibility 
to keep the question of temperance out of pol- 
itics. Dr. Charles Jewett, the agent of the 
Alliance, stated that, owing to ill health, he 
should be unable to continue in service for the 
present, and a vote of thanks was tendered him 
for faithful service. 

The partial destruction of Hollis Hall, Har- 
vard College, by fire, on Wednesday, naturally 
raises in the mind of Harvard men the associa- 
tions connected with that old structure. It is 
one of the most venerable of the buildings on 
the college grounds, being antedated only by 
Massachusetts and Holden buildings. It was 
built in 1763, and has been the scene of many 
a gay revel as well as the weary vigils of thou- 
sands of genuine students. Among those who 
have inhabited its somewhat dingy rooms are 
Edward Everett, William H. Prescott, Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Charles Francis Adams, H. 
ID. Thoreau, Charles Sumner and Wendell Phil- 
lips. 

Rev. C. R. Beal, representing the Lincoln 
Institute, of Jefferson City, Missouri, an insti- 
tution for colored students, is still at work pa- 
tiently in this community seeking means to aid 
the college. He shows us the Jnstitute Record. 
of the 12th inst., in which are strong appeals 
from Hon. A. Krekel, lecturer or. civil govern- 
ment and political economy in the institution, 
and others, for help from those in sympathy 
with the cause. Prof. S. T. Mitchell is editor 
of the Record and principal of the college. 
Notwithstanding the growing feeling among our 
people that the blacks must learn to save and do 
for themselves, we hope this institution may 
secure favor generally. 

Rivalry between college societies at the North- 
western University, at Chicago, caused Mr. Col- 
fax, the other day, to form an unfavorable opin- 
ion of theinstitution. While taking lunch with 
the boys, a rival faction raised a horrible din 
outside the door, threw assafctida into the hall, 
and finally locked the whole company in. After 
considerable tribulation, Mr. Colfax and suite 
reached the front-door of the building, only to 
find it also locked, whereupon he was given a 
chance to explore a very muddy back-yard. 
The ex-Vice-President could only remark: 
“Young men, when you are grown up and get 
married, you will be ashamed to leave this as a 
legacy to your children.” 

In the confederate Congress, during a heated 
debate, Ben. Hill called Wm. L. Yancey a liar, 
and the latter sprang forward to strike Hill. who 
caught Yancey and threw him violently over a 
desk. Hill was much the larger and stronger 
man, and Yancey the more active. In the fall 
his spine was injured, and he lay unconscious 
on the floor with blood oozing from his lips. 
He was taken away, and the members tried to 
keep the matter secret, and did prevent it from 
being known for six months. Yancey never re- 
covered; he drooped from day to day, became 
hopeless, listless and vacant, and passed quietly 
jand calmly away. Hill is the spouter in the 
present Congress for anmesty to Jeff. Davis 
without conditions and without application. 
There is a proposition before the Legislature 
to have the Governor and other elective State 
officers, including members of the General 
Court, chosen for terms of two ycars, and to 
have biennial sessions of the Legislature. To 
the first part of the plan there may be no seri- 
ous objections, though it would be better, under 
such an arrangement, to elect one-half of the 
members of the two branches of the Legislature 
each year, as that would secure the services of 
experienced legislators at each session. But 
there is decided objection to having sessions 
only in alternate years. Each year brings up 
a large amount of new business, and great in- 
jury to the public and to individual interests in 
such a developing community as this would re- 
sult from the change.

It is not very long since Jeff. Davis, in a 
speech delivered at Memphis, Temn., spoke as 
follows :— 

I have no feeling against the colored men. 
The only indignation which I feel is against 
those white men who have carried them into the 
position which they now occupy. Let us have 


our vengeance against them, not against the 
poor blacks. [ Applause. ] 


There had been a fearful massacre of blacks 
n Tennessee. It was so horrible that the ‘“‘con- 
servatives” were compelled to take some notice 
of it, and it was at their meeting that Jeff. 
Davis delivered the speech to which we refer. 
He would have the white-league ‘‘vengeance”’ 
reserved for white Republicans. His wordsare: 
‘Let us have our vengeance against them.” If 
this is not instigating assassination, what is it? 


John Bright, in a speech at Birmingham, Sat- 
urday night, gave some intimation of the steps 
forward to be taken in the policy of the English 
Liberals. He attacked the law of primogeni- 
ture, and argued that the possessors of the land 
should be allowed to bequeath it as they please. 
He also demanded reform in representation, as- 
similating the borough and county franchise. 
While Birmingham with sixty thousand inhabi- 
tants has only three members in Parliament, 
there are seventy members whose united con- 
stituencies number less than sixty thousand. 
There certainly seems to be ground enough on 
which to demand further reforms in Eng!and, 
and no doubt the Liberals will be making a vig- 
orous move forward before long. America’s 
centennial year is a good time for England to 
introduce more of her daughter’s peculiar po- 
litical ideas! 

Alderman O’Brien of our city government
